BOISE lUPl) - The Idaho Public 
Utilities Commission approved Idaho 
Power Co.'s request for a 112-pcrcent 
residential rote reduction Ihc day 
after it was proposed. 

The order came on the heels of the 
utility's signing of a contract lo 
exchange power wilh ilic Bonneville 
Power Adminisiraiton. 

Idaho Power spokesman Larry 
Taylor said 'the 20-year contract; 
which was signed Friday, will allow ' 
the ulillty to exchange some of Us 
electricity for lower-priced BPA 
power. In the first year, Ihc company 
could exchange up lo CO percent of Is 
residential- and farm-load power. 
Taylor said. 

He said thai figure will climb by 10 
percent per year until the company Is 
able lo exchange 100 percent of its 
electricity In 1985. 
"'—Idaho-Power becomes the third ' 
utility serving Idahoans to lake 
advantage of an exchange provision 
Included In the 1980 Pacific Northwest 
Electric Power Planning and Con- 
servation Act. Similar agrecmcnLs 
were announced earlier this year by 
Utah Power and Light, and 
Washington Water and Power. 

Taylor said the contract will result 
in a decrease of Vi.2 percent In power 
bills for' residential customers and 
18.2 percent for irrigation users. The 
reduction for farmers, however, 
applies to only Ihc first 222,000 kilo- 
watt hours of eleclriclly consumed 
-each year. 

The lower rates will go Inio cllcct 
Dec. 2.

Spokesman David drgcn said 
While House counsel Edwin Meesc 111 
told the president about Allen's dif- 
ficulty Friday morning, He said tbe 
president had no comment. 

According to a statement drafted by 
White Housit_iMy.cr_?:red Fielding,.. 
Allen rccelvcdan envelope contalolng 
' $i;obO in cash lost Jan. 21, the day 
after President Reagan's inaugura* 
lion, as an honorarium for an in- 
terview given by Mrs. Reagan earlier 
In fi]G day. 

Allhough'somc sources said the fee 
was a payoff to Allen for arranging 
the interview, at a news conference 
Friday Allen appeared to hint the 
money was intended as a gift to Mrs, 
Reagan, for giving the interview to 
the magazine Shufunolomo, the 
Housewlvc's Friend. 

"The honorarium was not Intended 
tor me In the first place," lie told 
reporters. He stuck the envelope into 
a safe In his former office In the Old 
Ex^iftlve Office Building, and forgot 
' about it when he moved lo the Wblte 
House, next door. 

The cash was found when the safe . 
was transferred to anbther'offlclal; ; 
who telephoned the FBI. 

White House spokesman Utry 
Spcakes said Friday that the FBI had 
completed Its Invcstlgattons. VHie. 
bottom line Is that the matter has 
been Invesllgalcd thoroughly and 
there has been no violation of the 
law;" 

Bul the Justice Department dis- 
agreed. Spokesman Tom DeCalr said 
in a statement Friday afternoon,

vestigation by the Department of

Allen was temporarily suspendra- 
from the Reagan campaign' shortly 
before the November 1980 election 
when a newspaper accused him of; 
peddling influence while a White 
House aide during the Nixon ad- 
ministration. Allen was accused of 
leaking inside information to a Japa- 
nese auto company, Nissan, while

and medical practice, which make It 
possible for men and women lo be 
responsible actors rather than 
passive victims in the dramas al the 
edges of life," it adds. 

It said while these developments 
have created "new hopes and 
expectations," they have also 
"awakened (ears and silrred up 
publlccontrovcrsies." 

"The revolution is not jusl a scien- 
tific and technological affair," it said. 
"Traditional beliefs about the nature 
and purpose of human life have been 
shaken." 

The first proposed statement at- 
tempts lo cast the issues into Ihc 
framework of Ihc traditional 
theological categories of God as cre- 
ator, redeemer and sanctiftcr, af- 
firming the medical revolution as part 
of the creative work of human and "a 
continuing expression of divine 
creativity." 

In the section on God as redeemer, 
however; Ihc statement underscores 
humanity's essential sinfulness. "Our 
abilities and accomplishments tempt 
us to an unjuslifiablc belief that we 
are indepenfciil and in control," It 
said. 

It pointed to the principles of 
"wholeness," ''autonomy," "non- 
maleficence," "beneficence," and 
"justice" as ethical' standards to be 
^ applied to the research and Ircalmcnl 
Issues that arise. 

In the statement on death and 
dying, the paper proposes an active 
bias to preservation of life and pro- 
vision of treatment in most situations.

Draflcrs of the statement proposed 
a distinction between passive 
euthanasia, when medical Ircalmcnl 
is withheld or disconllnued, and 
active euthanasia or "mercy-kllling." 
which involves deliberate Interven- 
tion meant to cause death. 

"Can active euthanasia represent 
an appropriate course of action If 
tnolivatcd by compassion for Ihe pa- 
tient?" the paper asked. "The Chris- 
tian response to this question must be 
an unequivocal 'no.' 

"Christian stewardship of life 
mandates treasuring and preserving 
ttic lite which God has created, be it 
our own life or the life of some other 
persons," the paper said. 

The paper then asks whether the 
Chrislian can allow a patient lo refuse 
treatment and to commit suicide by 
that refusal. 

"While suicide invariably conflicts 
with the Christian conscience, a re- . 
spect for the prlncfple of self- 
determination militates against 
overriding the clear intentions of the 
indvtdual,"ltsaid. 

But it added some qualifications, 
again intended lo till the bias toward 
preserving lifer 

"Intervention is always in order if 
the actual preference of the patient Is 
not clear or If there is uncertainly 
about the emotional stabiltly of the 
patient,'' It said.

A former Marine, be tins w orkcO lor raUroad and airline firms Ih 
joined CSI nine years afio as a niRlit watchman. 

He describes the department not as a police doparlment Iml a 
service department that exists to liclp students. f;icullv, quests and 
the general public while on the campus. 

TJie department has come a lonR way in recent years, be says. 

Back in the early 1970s, the students called tlie security staff 
"renl-a-cops;" and other police af;cncics were critical of some of the 
tactics and authority the youoR officers used and assumed. Grimes 
says. 

"At ttiat lime, our staff was mostly work-study program slmlcals 
who were enrolled in the college's law-en torcemunt traiiiinK clasws. 

"Tliere were a few -jet Jockeys" who enjoyed cbasinj; traffic 
violators around the campus and sometimes off the campus." 
Grimes nx-alls. 

"Ttioy couldn't be blamed too much. They were younfi. caRcr'and 
were just practicinR some o( ttie thlnRS they were being taught in 
class but under the wrong circumstances." 
. Now, the security department's members all work under cont ract . 
much like the faculty members. 

Tliey are mature, career law-enforcement men, Grimessays. ■ 

Wlien It's :i a.m. and you walk into a dark building on the silent and 
vacated CSI campus to make sure there are no intruders, you may 
have stime second thouglits al>out the job. Grimessays. Hut it's just 
■ part of tlie job. 

Of the nine men, six qualify as "special oftictTS" for having been 
approved by the Twin Falls Police Department, he says, Tlicy have a 
year's experience and undergo an extensive background investiga- 
tion. 

Special officers have full powers of arrest, and tliey tan issue 
municipal parking and driving citations. Security police powers, 
however, arc limited to the college campus. 

The speed limit on campus Is 15 mph. It takes a few citat ions every 
year to get botli tlic students and the faculty to comply. Grimes says, 
and radar equipment tielps convince them. 

Security officers at CSI are never armed. 

Alone at night on the dark, deserted campus, an officer may wish 
for a firearm, but Grimes says "over specialization anti over 
professional Ization insecurity matters arc not ttic coIIcrc's role. 

"As long as security performslts duties in a professional manner, 
wc have the cooperation and backup of local lawcnforccmcnt 
agencies,'" he says.

On Nov. 7. he stopped a speeder 
on l-fl4 between Jerome and Twin 
Falls. The Oregon car was trav- 
eling In excess of Tu mph, 
Mogenscn said, . and when he 
stopped it, the driver, Stephen 
Mark Wriglit. 27, of llillsboro, 
Ore., 'was "sulltn" but coc^ 
-perativc;- - 

Mogcnsen said he luld the driver 
to follow liim to Twin Falls to post 
bond. 

"He grumbled about it. but when 
I went back to my car, he followed ■ 
in his vehicle. 

"It wasn't until wc got out of our 
cars on Shoshone Street in front of 
tlie Courthouse that I saw the AS 
(caliber gun) strapped to tiis hip," 
Mogenscn said. 

"Ho wasn't jllcgal: It was not

NEW YORK (UPIl - Pitcher Ron 
Guidry and outfielder RepRie 
Jackson, a vital part of two world 
championsliip and four American 
Leagutf pennant winninR teams for 
the New York Yankees in the last six 
years, Friday moved a stop closer 
toward a change of address for their 
baseball future, - 

The two All-Star performers wore 
among tlic most soui;ht after com- 
modities in the sixth annual re-entry 
draft of free agents and, unless 
Yankee club owner Georfje 
Stclnbrcnncr has a sudden change of 
. heart, the two are almost certain to be 

playing for other clubs next year. 
— ^Twenly-oneplayer3fromalistof4l 
were selected by tour or more clubs,, 
with Cleveland pitcher John Denny, 
Cincinnati outfielder Dave Collins and 
. -St...Louls.. pitcher. Joaquin And ular 
—also-attractfngmuch interests 
•r G^lldry, who posted an ii-5.fecord 
with' a 2.75 ERA for the Ameriqari . 
League East champions last season, 
was the No. 1 prize In the draft/being 
selected by 17 teams. The Yankees' 
also retained their rights to him and 
Guidry's agent, John Schneider, Jr., 
said his client was asking .for a 
five-year guaranteed contract In 
excess of $1 million per year, 

"We're not going to say the Yankees 
have the last offer," said Schneider, 
who attended the draft. "They've had 
10 years to get Ron under contract. 
Wg 're going to be fair and listen to 
offers from every club. The Yankees 
will' have their own opportunity to 
make llielrbcst offer. 

"Every one we wanted to draft him, 
drafted him. He's excited about It. 
We're looking for a' five-year, no 
trade, no cut contract in excess of one 
million dollars per year. We're flexi- 
ble on the payoff Ecalc." 

The clubs expected to bid highest 
lor Guidry's services are Toronto, 
Atlanta, Houston, Philadelphia and 
the New York Mets. Only last week 
Guidry turned down an offer from the 
.Yankees which was less than Ji 
million per year and Sleinbrcnner has 
stated publicly that he docs not 
believe pitchers are worth that much. 

Still, the Yankee owner is hot 
expected to throw tn the towel without 
putting up a fight. 

"I would say our chances of signing 
both Guidry and Jackmn are at least 
as good as the clubs that , drafted 
them," said Yankee executive vice 
- president CedrlcTiiTlls. "'A^ competi- 
tive as George is, II It's possible to 
sign them within reason It will be 
done." 

If Guidry signs with another club, 
the Yankees will receive a pro- 
fessional player from a pool of all 
non-protcclcd players and an ama- 
teur draft choice in return as part of 
the Basic Agreement which ended the 



SO-day baseball strike last summer. 
Guidry requires a professional player 
in addilionio an amateur choice since 
tie is listed among the top 20 percent 
at his position on the basis of a sei of 
pre-determined statistics over the 
pasttwoyears. 

Jackson, who is seeking. a mulii- 
year, Sl.5 million a year contract, did 
not create as much interest as Guidry 
but the as-ycar-old slugf^cr was' 
selected seven times, including three 
on the first round. Toronto and 
Atlanta arc expected to go all out to 
signhlm. 

"I think he's a helluva player," said 
Braves' manager. Joe Torre. "He si 111 
has a good arm and 1 don!t think he's 
dropped off on his ability to hit the 
ball. Reggie can hit a ton tn our ball 
park."

There were only four players 
drafted who, for certain, will not be 
back with their old clubs next season. 
Collins, Boston relief pitcher Bill 
Campbell, outfielder Joe Rudi of the 
Red Sox and San Diego outfielder 
Jerry Turner are definitely heodod 
elsewhere since their clubs refused to 
retain negotiation rights to them. 

Aside from Guidry and Jackson, 
Collins and Denny arc regarded as the 
best players on the list. Collins, a fleet 
outfielder who has a ,277 lifetime 
average for six years, was chosen by 
10 teams and Denny, a right-handed 
pitcher who posted a 10-6 record last 
season, wassclccled by 13 clubs. 

Andujar, a rlglit-handcd pitcher 
who went H-4 with a 4.15 ERA for St. 
Louis last season, showed Just how 
much pitching Is coveted by major 
league clubs when he was taken by 1 1 
teams.
